I  hove  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annuol  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Cityduriftg  1947. 

GENERAL 

The  area  of  the  City  is  1301. 150  acres. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  resident 
population  of  Wells  in  1947  w as  5,750.  (5,595). 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  City  at  the  end  of 
1947  was  1,652.  ( 1,617). 

The  Rateable  value  at  the  end  of  1947  was  £45,34*5*  (£43,013). 

The  sum  represented  by  a  penny  rate  ot  the  end  of  1947  was 
estimated  at  £177*10.0,  (£170.14*7)*
